University 
started exhibiting at this fair. Eight 
steers were shown, this number be¬ 
ing a big reduction from former 
years, and they succeeded in winning 
the Grand Championship of the show, 
all the championships in the classes 
for grades and crossbreds, Aberdeen- 
Angus, . Herefords, and Reserve 
Championship in the Shorthorn class. 

In addition to this the three champ 
ions were shown in the market class 
group of three and succeeded in win¬ 
ning this championship as well. Ev¬ 
ery animal exhibited placed, includ¬ 
ing a bull and heifer shown in the 
shorthorn breeding classes, which 
each placed first in its respective 
class. 

The grand champion of the show 
Was a crossbred, bred at the Univer¬ 
sity farm, from a Shorthorn sire, and 
Aberdeen Angus dam.

While these winnings are very 
gratifying from the University’s 
point of view, there is a much more 
useful and valuable purpose behind 
the scheme than might appear to the 
i casual observer. 

In the first place, in addition to the 
steels bred at the University, other 
steers are selected from the herds of 
the beef breeders of the province who 
have always co-operated with the 
University. The University fits and 
shows these steers and in this way 
maintains an intimate and valuable 
contact with the‘breeders ef the prov 
ince. 

Secondly, the record wins of the 
University against the keenest com¬ 
petition that Canada can offer is very 
valuable publicity for this province 
because it serves to focus the atten¬ 
tion of people from all over the con¬ 
tinent on Alberta as a beef produc¬ 
ing centre and this is keenly appre¬ 
ciated by the livestockmen, especially 
fas the University is in this field prac 
ticaily alone at the present time. 

In the third place, and this is prob¬ 
ably the most important of all, these 
high class steers aro-the laboratory 
material which agricultural students 
are working over in their animal hus¬ 
bandry courses at the University. By 
ha\ing laboratory material of this 
type available, students are able to gel 
definitely fixed in their minds what 
constitutes proper type in beef ani¬ 
mals and to appreciate quality live- 
soct when they see it. 


In the pig-iron production, one 
man-hour today does what required 
650 man-hours to accomplish 100 
years ago. In agriculture it requires 
only one three-thousandths of the 
man-hours per unit of product re¬ 
quired in 1840. In incandescent lamp 
manufacture, one man-hour accom¬ 
plishes as much as 9,000 man-hours 
accomplished in 1914. 

The rates for the whole 1840 is not 
far from one three-thousandth. 

The rate of decrease in man-hour, 
as a whole, is greater than the rate 
of increase in production, and since 
1918, the rate of decrease in man¬ 
hours has been approximately the 
same as the rate of increase in pow¬ 
er efficiency of production. 

If the rate of decrease in man-' 
'hours maintains for fifty years, will 
be 20,000,000 unemployed in the U.S. 
alone. _ 

At the peak of production in 192s, 
there were 3,000,000 unemployed in 
the U.S. If the whole production 
plant were put to work at full capac¬ 
ity today, there would be about 6,009- 
000 unemployed in the States. 

Sifted from the above three funda¬ 
mental facts appear: (a The import¬ 
ant place, of physical energy in our 
civilization; (b) The growth rates of 
production which cannot be maintain¬ 
ed; (c) the fact that the decrement 
in man-hours exceeds the growth of 
production.

CAUSE FOR WORRY 

It is not unusual nowadays to be confronted with fig¬ 
ures, indicating the tremendous displacement of man¬ 
power by machinery and electrical force. The figures in¬ 
dicate that if all the labor market was fully filled, there 
would still be too many people in the world for the needs 
of industry. And each new invention adds to that unfav¬ 
orable balance. The editorial pages of the Calgary Herald 
carried a message of this nature last week. One incident 
stands out in which certain work that required 9000 
hours of labor in 1914 now takes only one hour. 

Thns may be true in industrial centres, and may even 
be true in this country. On the other hand considering 
the West as a unit, with no additional population admit¬ 
ted, it would appear that there is so much unfinished 
business, so many possibilities of work to be done, as 
could absorb all the unemployed, now idle. If there were 
money to carry on development, the needs are still almost 
inexhaustible. There are thousands of miles of roads to 
be’improved and requiring certain hand labor. There is a 
tremendous field for expansion in power development The 
whole countryside should be electrified. There is a rich 
future in the field of mineral resources, all requiring and 
absorbing a certain amount of labor. There a,re raw pro¬ 
ducts of every nature, which might be grown or extracted 
and utilized in factory development And in the products 
of factories, there is an ever-recurring market, with the 
need for constant renewal. 

One can think of innumerable needs which are still un¬ 
filled in this new land, and which if filled, would keep 
every able bodied individual actively employed. If the 
West were restored to normal buying power, proceeding 
along normal lines of development, and discouraging any 
influx of population, it seems unlikely that it would have 
any great unemployment problem. 

Although meclianization of farming has presented a 
menace to human power, there is not, in this country, the 
same fear, which must overhang industrial centres, where 
power 'brings a constant man-displacement This is still 
largely a pioneer country, in which the labor of man 
plays an important part. 

THE TALKING AGE 

A protest has been raised in France against the ple¬ 
thora of ministerial speeches. Every week-end five or six 
discourses are pronounced by Cabinet members. Natur¬ 
ally they contain very little of genuine interest, and are 
in no way to be regarded as declarations of the Govern¬ 
ment 

It is suggested that there should be a rule which would 
forbid these hebomadal addresses; and only on excep¬ 
tional occasions should a minister be allowed to talk. ' 

Alas! It is unlikely that in France or elsewhere such a 
proposition will be put into practice. For this is a talking 
age, in which the gold of silence has been withdrawn from 
circulation. The cinema was invented in order that we 
might, after a long day of talk in business, escape to the 
recreative silence of the films. But this refuge was too 
good to last long; and now the cinema has become the 
chaotic centre of interminable talk. 

Nor can we stay at home in the hope of finding a hav¬ 
en of silence. Somebody is sure to turn on the radio, and 
the house will be flooded with talk. The politicians’ aud¬ 
iences are no longer limited to those who choose to listen 
to them in an inclosed space; they can hook up continents 
and traverse oceans with their words. 

Loquacity has surely never before been let loose as in 
our time. It is true that Caesar regarded the Gauls as 
garrulous. But if he had lived today he would probably 
have found that ancient people, by contrast, a model of 
taciturnity. 

We are now told that an instrument is being"* devised 
which will read books aloud, so that instead of print ap¬ 
pealing to the eye, it will assault the ear. The work of 
Caxton will be undone. The writer (to stick the familiar 
designation) who already probably talks into a dicta¬ 
phone, will reach the reader (if we may still use the old 
expression) through a megaphone. In short, since man 
has been defined as a talking animal, modern ingenuity is 
directed toward multiplying the mediums, and increasing 
the occasions, of talk.—Christian Science Monitor. 

ARE WE ON THE BRINK? 

Why has Prime Minister Bennett gone over to England 
at this particular time? The ostensible reason is that he 
has gone for a rest But it is scarcely characteristic of the 
indefatigable leader of government to go so far merely 
for the sake of rest As a rule this is a secondary consid¬ 
eration and though no one has been under such perpetual 
strain as he, there is a strong supposition that he has 
other aims in mind. 

Is it conceivable that he is considering a change in our 
currency relations with Britain, and has gone over with 
that in mind. He must realize the very straitened cir¬ 
cumstances of the Canadian people, the rapidly failing 
buying power, the restricted circulation of money. It is 
certain that he must be weighing the advantages of bring 
ing the dollar to a parity with the pound, against the dis¬ 
advantages In interest charges. 

His cherished dream of increased trade for Canada 
through British preferences, cannot bear fruit so long as 
Canada's export market is in competition with countries 
whose currency is on a par with Britain’s. This fact he 
must realize, and it is not beyond the bounds of possi¬ 
bility that he is contemplating such a move, and will give 
the matter more complete consideration while in England. 

Again, the United States attitude toward the payment 
of war debts is of great significance to Canada. If United 
States insists on the prompt and full payment, it has been 
intimated by Britain that such insistence will have bear¬ 
ing on trade relations. A withdrawal of trade from 
America, would, under favorable presentation, create an 
added market for Canada. 

It seems significant that the Prime Minister of Canada’ 
should be right on the British scene when negotiations 
are in progress regarding the war debt payments. 

The condition of Canadian business, big business, little 
business, agricultural, manufacturing is in such an arnte 
stage, that it is quite posable that Mr. Bennett will be 
inclined to adopt measures which he has staunchly re¬ 


garded as unsound, in order to bring some relief and 
some release of currency. The New Year’s message of 
1933 may bring some definite news of cheer to Canadian 
| people. 

THE HIGH HEART 

Occasionally one comes across people who accept the 
vicissitudes of life with grace. They bow to the buffetings 
of fate without bitterness and draw on a never failing 
wealth of happiness and faith. Such people are a reproach 
to the rest of ns who are much more inclined to count 
our woes than any blessings. 

As an instance, a letter has been received in town, 
from a friend in a far city. This friend has suffered the 
humiliation and hardship of unemployment. There are 
four in the family, with the head of the house driven to a 
meagre allotment of relief work. The total income for the 
family is the four dollars and twenty cents a week which 
the head brings in. But the writer states; “We are so 
happy and so fortunate to be all together and well, with 
a roof over our heads. I am just going to prepare, supper. 
It is only bread and butter apd tea, but the tea cloth is 
clean, the bouse warm, and we are all hungry. There are 
many less fortunate, driven to law breaking^ unloved and 
often ill. We are together and happy.” 

The writer has grasped the essentials of living, a spir¬ 
it that can rise above material deprivations and can find 
happiness in the health and completeness of the family 
circle. She may well be the envy of the rich and secure, 
and can bring a lesson to all of us. 

SO LIKE, SO UNLIKE 

» (From the High River Times) 

When speaking in High River the other evening, Hon. 
George Hoadley referred to the vastly different tempera- 
nierit existing between West and East in Canada, a tem¬ 
perament which makes mutual understanding somewhat 
difficult. In his opinion, this difference exists even be¬ 
tween rural elements of East and West 

The difference seems to be a matter of feeling, quite 
as much as a way of thinking. The miraculous develop¬ 
ments of the past forty years of We stem history, account 
in part for less rigidity of outlook. In so brief a span, the 
great cattle herds have been segregated to the foothills. 
The unbroken prairie has yielded to the ploughshare. 
Homes by the' thousand have sprung up. Atod in more re¬ 
cent years the primitive plow and threshing machine 
have been swept aside by the mighty power of mechan¬ 
ized machinery. Scenes and circumstances alter almost 
overnight Money has flown into the country ,as the fer¬ 
tile land has yielded ever more. It is inevitable that this 
should produce a free-spending “large” attitude. 

Another factor which must have had some influence, is 
the very fact of distance and inclination to adventure. 

No one can have travelled through the bleakness of 
Norther Ontario, without expanding at the sight of the 
vast prairie. 

It brings in a sense, a release, magnifying a man’s con¬ 
fidence in himself and reviving his assurance. Even the 
most unimpressionable “newcomer” must respond to that 
experience, which leaves a lasting mark. 

The Eastern pioneer on .the other hand, as Mr. Hoadley 
pointed out, hewed out his few acres from the primitive 
forest. Every acre was cleared with infinite.toil and ev¬ 
ery acre prized accordingly. It bred in him a carefulness, 
a thrift and a cautiousness quite unknown to the prairie 
pioneer. These characteristics'he has transmitted to his 
son who nurses and guards his acres with care and affec¬ 
tion. 

Possibly the fact that the relatively small acreage has 
represented a type of toil for the most part unknown ir 
the West, accounts for the deeper affection with which 
the Eastern farmer regards his land. He has a reverence 
for tradition, a love of beautiful surroundings, a senti¬ 
ment toward every tree, and every landmark, which is as 
yet no general characteristic of our Western tillers of the 
soil. 

MUNICIPAL BODIES 

One cheering-item of information at present, is the fin¬ 
ancial accomplishment of many municipalities of the prov 
ince. Tax collections have been good, and the majority of 
municipalities are apparently in better position than last 
year. It is true that in some instances, drastic steps have 
been taken to achieve this position. Insofar as grain seiz¬ 
ures were concerned, one argument seemed to be that if 
the municipality had not stepped in, outside interests 
would have seized the grain in any event. And as the 
welfare of the people, falls definitely on the municipality, 
it was justified in getting their first 

At any rate, Councillors have gone into the business of 
economizing and tax collecting in whole-hearted fashion. 
Expenditures have been cut There, has been check-up on 
all waste and unnecessary costs. Municipal machinery and 
equipment is more efficiently cared for, and there are few 
leakages at any point. In short, these governing bodies 
haw gone into the work of financing within their income, 
with the earnestness -that characterizes the private indi¬ 
vidual. 

Most citizens throughout the country, are fbllowing th. 
same rule. They are probably living more nearly within 
their income than they were in much more prosperous 
days. The thought of good times ahead, is qualified by 
uncertainty. There is little tendency at present to mort¬ 
gage-the future. Few are signing recklessly on dotted 
lines, obligating themselves to payments extending on 
through the months and years. Few are taking fliers in 
stocks or stock markets. Private living is on a rigid eco¬ 
nomical basis. 

This is not, of course, a normal condition. People are 
‘doing without many things which they should have, and 
ordinarily would have no hesitation in buying. This long 
drawn period of economy is -only multiplying needs which 
will be met as soon as the present strain is over. The 
same is no doubt true of municipalities. Although they 
are economizing in every line at present, there is a limit 
to this policy, and there will come a time when purchases 
must be made. 

In the meantime, however, both private citizens and 
municipal bodies, have shown a new efficiency in making 
ends meet Itfhas not been good for trade but there has 
been no ground lost It will be as a disciplined, restrain¬ 
ed people that we will enter the coming era of prosperity. 

“As sure as you are living” vehemently declared Lady 
Nancy Astor, M.P., American-born wife of Viscount As¬ 
tor, who is visiting America, “we are going to have an¬ 
other war, unless we get rid of some of the terrible na¬ 
tionalism that has gripped so many nations.” She hotly 
rebented the charge that "Britain is squealing about the 
debt.” If there is one thing Britain doesn’t do, it is to 
squeal, said Lady Astor.

WHAT TO DO 

ABOUT THE ’FLU 

Good Preventative is Lota of Sleep, 
Warm Clothes Are Good Investment 

“Influenza ia here again, and once 
more we are faced with the evils of 
its complications. In these circum¬ 
stances it behooves us all to take such 
wretched measures of prevention as 
are open to us, and no excuse is need 
ed for discussing these measures,'' 
writes the Medical Correspondent of 
the Times Trade and Engineering 
Supplement. 

“It is vitally important to keep 
warm at all tilnes. To this end clothes 
should be thick and capable of giving 
a real protection. A good overcoat is 
an investment in health. So are good 
boots, especially boots with rubber 
soles. If feet cold there is danger. 
A pair of old-fashioned goloshes may 
avert this danger. 

“These precautions, are . directed 
to sustaining the natural resistance 
of the body, and they do sustain it. 
A further precaution is the heating 
°f one’s bedroom on cold and foggy 
nights. Whatever may be said in fav¬ 
or of cold, the fact remains that a 
great many people who avoid it, in 
moderation, escape influenza and 
pneumonia. 

•‘If, in spite of precautions, one 
falls ill, a wise man will go to hia 
bed at once and stay there till he 
feels well. Nor will he be swayed by 
thoughts about his work. Nobody can 
do work satisfactorily when he has 
influenza, and, in any case above 
work there is duty to one’s fellows 
and to one’s family. 

“The mildest attack of influenza 
demands at least a week for its prop¬ 
er treatment. 

“In the prevention of influenza a 
sound sleep certainly plays a part. 
Those do wisely who go to bed early.”

AN EXAMPLE 

FROMPRAIRIES 

Maritime Paper Urges that Atlantic 
Provinces Unite an Do Prairies 

(Says the St. John, N.B., Telegraph) 

"When the prairie provinces nave 
any problem common to all three, 
Canada witnesses an example of the 
most effective form of co-operation, 
premier Bracken of Manitoba, Prem¬ 
ier Anderson of Saskatchewan and 
Premier Brownlee of Alberta, get to¬ 
gether, consider all phases of the 
matter in question and decide upon a 
unified plan of procedure. If the prob 
lem requires an appeal to Ottawa the 
method and scope of the presenta¬ 
tion is decided upon and a unani¬ 
mous expression of opinion and a 
joint submission of the needs of the 
occasion are given to the federal gov¬ 
ernment authorities. 

“Compare this with the usual 
course of action in the maritime 
provinces. In matters which have a 
grave bearing upon the future devel¬ 
opment and advancement of these 
provinces, it is the practice for each 
of the three provinces to submit ita 
own case directly to Ottawa. Prem¬ 
ier Harrington and his ministers 
make their own appeal on behalf of 
Nova Scotia; Premier Richards and 
his colleagues for New Brunswick 
and Premier Stewart for Prince Ed¬ 
ward Island. There is no united front 
—no concerted effort to reconcile lo¬ 
cal aims and aspirations to the gen¬ 
eral good of the whole area. 

The result is that the middle west¬ 
ern provinces are getting somewhere 
—they are accomplishing something 
because there are no conflicting de¬ 
tails in their plan of action or in the 
methods followed in carrying out 
that plan, while the martime provin¬ 
ces, each going its separate way, are 
losing the effect of unified action.”

If he 
be contumacious and persist in offend 
ing, or decline to withdraw, he may 
be “named” by the Speaker, a process 
which demands of the leader of the 
House a motion for his suspension. 
So that if we have to decide which 
have the greater freedom of speech, 
parks or parliaments, we shall have 
to say that in our opinion the parks 
have it.

SEASON’S PARTIES 
FOR THE CHILDREN 

keep Them Busy, Keep Them Happy 
Hava Competition* 

The Christmas season is the child¬ 
ren 8 season and as a rule little par¬ 
ties, impromptu or arranged, are 
dotted here and there through the 
Holidays. 

Some wise adviser had laid down 
ten rules ior a successful children's 
party: keep them busy; let them get 
mussed; provide at least one novelty; 
encourage competition; select two or 
more teams where parties are large 
to speed competition and add thrills; 
keep the boys and girls, the big and 
the little ones, evenly divided in 
choosing sides; give them one good 
surprise feature; serve harmless re¬ 
freshments, and plenty of them; see 
that each child has a souvenir to car¬ 
ry home; treat all children with firm¬ 
ness, kindness, and respect 

Competitive games in which sides 
are chosen are always interesting. 
Any game in the line of bean bags, 
target throwing, ringing, the cane 
and so on give everyone a chance. 

A new game which i8 popular is the 
aviation game. Each little guest is 
presented with a toy plane, which he 
can later take home as a souvenir. A 
big outline of Canada, is put up as a 
map at the end of the room. Each 
little contestant is blindfolded, turn¬ 
ed round three times, then started 
off with his plane. He must have a 
clean path to the map. But if he fails 
to reach it he has had a crash. If he 
reaches the map safely, without fal¬ 
ling against obstacles, he pins his 
plane to the map at the point where 
he first touches it. This is a safe land 
ing. The plane which has landed at a 
place farthest from the child’s home 
town, gets the prize for the record 
flight. 

If presents are to be given, a good 
idea is to make a wishing well out of 
a keg, covered with fancy paper. 
Blindfolded and with hooked stick, 
each child can fish for his present, 
one at a time. 

There are always the good old 
stand-bys like clap-in clap-out; musi¬ 
cal chairs; post office and so on. And 
if children are twelve or over, they 
often enjoy the old-fashioned game 
of Consequences, or variations of that 
game. Use Christmas presents as the 
subject of Consequences. Arrange ev¬ 
eryone in a circle with pencil and pa¬ 
per. The name of each is written at 
the top of the paper; it is folded ov¬ 
er and passed to the left. Next, each 
answers what he wanted most for 
Christmas; folds down the paper and 
passes it on. The next question may 
be the present he got, which each 
answers and again folds the paper 
and passes it Next, what he did with 
his present and so on with several 
questions. When the papers are read 
aloud, they create great amusement. 

Telegrams” is a popular game. 
Give each guest paper and pencil and 
call out slowly any ten letters of the 
alphabet. Players jot these down, and 
for ten minutes try to make up a 
suitable Xmas pr New Year’s mes¬ 
sage using words beginning with the 
letters in the order they are given.

OPPOSITION 

George Brown’s War Cry Revives 
Again, New Seat in West 

When Upper and Lower Canada 
were united in 1840 the upper prov¬ 
ince demanded and was accorded 
equal representation in the joint par¬ 
liament though its population was 
far inferior. It was not long, howev¬ 
er, before that discrepancy was re- 
sersed and the cry in what was now 
“Canada West” for proportionate 
representation rendered the union a 
source of hopeless variance instead of 
the fellowship which Lord Durham 
had thought to bring about by union. 
This demand was accorded her at the 
confederation of four provinces in 
1867 Quebec representation was fixed 
at aixty-fave members, the represen 
tation of the others to be fixed anew 
every decade in proportion to popula¬ 
tion. This principle has resulted in a 
great increase in the representation 
of Ontario and would have greatly 
reduced that of the two maritime 
provinces. Nova Scotia and New 
Brunswick (to which Prince Edward 
Island has since been added) had the 
principle not been modified in their 
case.

Jice for Canada. One clause 
of the statement has possibilities for 
this country: “To the extent that 
payments are resumed to United 
States, a definite and unfavorable re¬ 
action must follow to the U.S. pro¬ 
ducers.” 

It is explained that in the present 
British-U.S. trade relationships then- 
are $360,000,000 of U.S. imports 
brought into Britain, with only $80,- 
000,000 British exports 1 sent to the 
United States. Most of the U.S. im¬ 
ports are farm products. But Britain 
would find it undesirable to maintain 
that unfavourable balance of trade 
or import so freely from the States, 
if the war payment of December 15, 
were insisted upon. Hence certain 
tariffs which would have to be impos¬ 
ed on American goods. 

To Canada, this would mean an 
opportunity. Britain must import 
these foodstuffs from some country 
and what more natural than that
